2. NOTE FROM MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS RESTATED 

POLICY THAT FEMALE FOREIGN NATIONLS WHO MARRY AN AFGHAN 

BECOME AFGHAN CITIZENS, LEGALLY PROHIBITED FROM USING THEIR 

FOREIGN PASSPORT. THE NOTE CONCLUDED BY STATING THAT 

QUOTE FOR THE PURPOSE OF REGULATING ADMINISTRATIVE 

PROCEDURES UNQUOTE PASSPORTS OF FOREIGN FEMALES MARRYING AFGHANS 

WILL BE SENT TO AFGHAN EMBASSIES ABROAD FOR DELIVERY 

TO THEIR FOREIGN MINISTRIES. 
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
